There is a distinction, I think, 


between Ithe Christian 
ministry, 


and the ministry of Christians, 
The former suggests an ordained 
and professional class of church- 
men; the latter the activity and 
influence of Christians who huve 
no official standing, but who none 
thu less exercise a very real min- 
istry. 


It is of the latter class that I

tual matters. 


Of :ourse I agreed to go, but 


as I invitod him in and we chat- 
led I nf.turally asked h"n about 
his church connection. He told me 
that he was brought up in Eng' 
land in the Church of England, 
but he was not now conjioetey 
with, or attending, any church. 
He was a Socialist, more human- 
istic 
and sentimental than 
ihe 
'Marsis faction. 


I half seriously suggested that
